Edmonton, May 10.—(By Canadian 
Press)—The Alberta Liquor Act was 
proclaimed today in the Official Gaz- 
ette and became law. Under its 
provisions government liquor stores 
will be opened on Monday morning in 
Calgary and Edmonton and all other 
points throughout the province as 
soon as arrangements can be made 
and delivery of beer from the brew- 
eries to permit holders will become 
legal. 

Lethbridge Store Next Week 
monton, May 10.—Commissioner 

Inning states that a supply of liquor 
to stock the Lethbridge vendor’s store 
is being shipped from the Calgary 
warehouse c{ the Liquor Control 
Board. The opening date of the 
Lethbridge store has not been decide 
but it is still expected to be some 
time next week. 

Calgary, May 12.—Calgary, along 
with the rest of Alberta, woke up 
“wet” on Monday morning, after an 
alcoholic drought of eight years lack- 
ing but two months. The province en- 
tered the prohibition period in July, 
1916, after the vote of the previous 
year, On November 5, 1923, the vot-

Following a meeting on Sunday, 
local breweries announced a reduction 
in the price of beer from the prices 
announced at their first conference.

The liquor business in Calgary will 
be handled by the vendor at Tenth 
Avenue and First Street West until 
the second store, in the Burns Block, 
East Calgary, is opened. ; 

Up to 10 o'clock Monday morning 
K. D. Johnson, vendor, had received 
no definite instructions to proceed 
with the sale of beer permits. 

Neither had the brewery had any 
instructions about the shipment of 
beer, though more than a dozen cars

Taber, May 10.—Permits for the 
purchase of beer will be on sale here 
Monday morning, May 12, from the 
hour of 10 o'clock forward. These 
articles about whicn a few have be.

P. E. Rose, informed the Herald cor- 
respondent thi: evening, that the Mil- 
lar and Long office next the Palace 
hotel, will be open for the purpose, as 
vendor’s office at the hour named, and 
will be used until the government 
store is open toward the first of 
June.

Hotel Regulations 

Regulation 13 pertaining to the 
purchase or sale of beer upon licens- 
ed hotel premises are in full as fol- 
lows: 

(a) No license to sell beer in re- 
spect of a hotel shall be issued or 
granted unless the hotel contains, 
subject to the provisions of the act, 
the following number of bedrooms: in 
cities having a population of 15,000 
or over, 35 or more bedrooms. 

In cities having a population of not 
less than 7000 and not more than 
15,000 25 or more bedrooms. 

In cities, towns or villages having a 
population of not less than 1500 and 
not more than 7000, 20 or more bed- 
rooms. 

Ta towns, villages or other places 
having a population of not less than 
500 and not more than 1500, 15 or 
more bedrooms. 

In towns, villages, hamlets or othcr 


delivering such 


or more bedrooms. 

In other places 8 or more bedroons. 

Age Limit is 21 

(b) No person under the age of 
21 years shall be employed in any 
service jin connection with the sale, 
handling or serving of beer in, on, or 
about licensed hotel premises. 

Location of Beer Sales Room 

(c) No application for a beer li- 
cense in respect of a hotel where the 
proposed beer sales room is located 
in any other portion of the hotel than 
on the main or ground floor. 


Location of Cellar 


(d) Any cellar used for the stor- 
age of beer in connection with the 
sale of beer by a hotel licensed in 
respect thereof, shall be immediately 
below the room where the beer is 
sold, and such cellar shall have no 
means of communication with any 
other room or with other portions of 
the cellar, but shall be directly con- 
nected with the room where beer is 
sold and shall form a portion of the 
premises covered by license. 


No Lunch With Beer 


(e) No foodstuffs, lunches or 
meals shall be sold, given or served *: 
any person in any room where beer is 
sold in, or any part of the premis- 
es in respect of which the license is 
issued.

Restrict Licensee 


(f) No licensee, his or her serv- 
ant, employec, agent or any member 
of such licensee’s family shall con- 
sume beer upon the license portion 
of the hotel premises during the 
hours and times for which such sale 
or other disposal of beer is prohibit- 
ed under the provisions of the act. 


(g) Any licensee shall be held re- 
sponsible for the acts of his or her 
family, servants or agents upon the 
licensed portion of hotel premises. 


Restrict Females 


(h) No female other than a lic- 
ensee or the wife of a licensee shall 
be employed in any service in con- 
nection with the sale, handling or 
serving of beer in or about the po’- 
tion licensed for the sale of beer in 
any hotel preimises. 

(Sec, 82 to 37 and Sec, 10): 


Sale of Beer in Clubs 


Regulation 16 governing the sale 
of beer in liccnsed clubs reads as fol- 
j lows: 

(a) No club shall sell beer except 
between the hours of nine o'clock in 
the forenoon and eleven o'clock in the 
|afternoon of any day; nor on = any 
Sunday except by special permission 
jof the Board, 

(b) No club shall sell beer on any 
day on which the sale of beer by suc 
club has been prohibited by the 
Board 

(c) No person shail consume beer 
in the premises of the club licensee 
except between the hours of nine 
o'clock in the forenoon and eleven 
o’clock in the afternoon of any day; 
nor on any day on which the sale of 
|beer by such club has been prohib't- 
led by the Board, 

(d) No club, club licensee or per- 
son shall employ any one under the 
age of twenty-one years in the sale, 
handling or serving of beer upon the 
club premises. 


(e) Licensed clubs and their prem 
ises shall at all times be open for in 
spection by the Board or by such in- 
spectors or officials as may be desig- 
nated or appointed for that purpose 
by the Board, 


Sale of Beer in Canteens 


Regulation 15 dealing with the sac 
of beer in canteens provides: 


(a) No canteen shall sell beer ex- 
cept between the hours of nine 
o'clock i nthe forenoon and 12, o'clock 
midnight of any day; nor on any Sun- 
day except by special permission of 
the Board, 


(b) No canteen shall sell beer on 
any day on which the sale of beer by 
such canteen has been prohibited by 
the Board, 


(c) No person shall consume bev 
on the premises of a canteen licensee 
except between the hours of _ nir: 
o'clock in the forenoon and eleven 
o'clock in the afternoon of any day, 
nor on any day on which the sale of 
beer by such canteen has been pro- 
hibited by the Board. 

(d) No canteen, canteen licensee, 


or persons shall employ anyone under 
the age of twenty-one years in th- 


sale, handling or serving of beer up- 
on canteen premises. 


Individual Liquor Permits 


(Sec, 10), (2), (e). The applicant 
for individual liquor permits is re- 
quired to make an exceedingly simple 
dictation, to the effect that he is 21 
years, has a definite address, and “is 
not disqualified under the Act.” 

The individual liquor permits are 
printed in black. 

Form 2, in the reszulations provide: 
for the individual permits for beer 
purchases, this to be printed in r:", 
It is to the general effect of form onc, 

Form three provides for perm’‘t: 
for single purchases of liquor and 
beer to be printed in green. 

Forin four for temporary individual 
permits wil! be portrayed in blue. 

Special permits for druggists. den- 
tists, and veterinary surgeons are 
printed in black, these to be for one 
year only as ir the case of other per- 
mits, all to expire December 31st. 
1924, 

Liquor for manufacturing or scien- 
tific purposes may be purchased by 
special permit to cest $2. A minist 
of the gospel may obtain wine for 
sacramental! purposes under a 25 cent 
permit, printed in black. 


Intended for Banquets 


Special permits may also be issued 
to applicants “connected with an as- 
sociation in an official position,” these 
applicants to vive the number of peo 
ple “participating,” quantity of liquor 
needed, place to be consumed, date 
anc hours of consumption. 

Under such conditions the permit 
may be issued under declaration be 
fore a notary or commissioner of 
oaths. 

This provision takes care of bar- 
quets where liquor may be served, 
the permit to cost $3. For other pur- 
| poses the assuciation permit will cos: 
2, and for beer alone $1. 

Special permits, will also be pro- 
vided for the purchase of liquor for 
hospitals, sanatoriums, and homes for 
the aged. 

Forms of interdiction fee provided 
las well as for the applications for 
|hotels, clubs, canteen and brews’ lic- 
| enses. 

Floor plans of sale room must he 
lsubmitted with the application for 
licenses in the cases of hotels. 

The fees for licenses of clubs tuo 
sell beer are set forth in the regula- 
tions provision being made for the 
fixing of such “by the discretion of 
the board as circumstances warrant.” 

Price list of liquor may be issued 
at any time by the Board. 


Advertising in Newspapers 


Regulations regarding advertising 
of liquor in newspapers read as fol- 
lows: 

(a) Form of advertisement or any 
other announcement, publication or 
price list of or concerning liquor or 
where or from whom the same may 
be had, obtained or purchased, ap- 
pearing in any newspaper or publica 
tion issued and printed in the Proy- 
ince of Alberta shall bear at the foot 
thereof a notification in the following 
form: 

This advertisement (announce 
ment), (publication), (price list), is 
not inserted by the Alberta Liquor 
Contro! Board or by the Government 
of the Province of Alberta, 


(b) The board shall bring to the 
notice of the publisher of any news- 
paper or publication issued and print 
ed in the province of Alberta, any ad- 
vertisement or any other announce- 
ment, publication or price list of or 
concerning liquor or where the same 
may be had, obtained or purchased, 
which it considers to be objectionab! 
or otherwise deal with the matter 1s 
it may be expedient.

Special Feature Story For Your 
Home Town Newspapers 


It was my good fortune to be a 
reporter on the San Francise» 
Chronicle in 1889 when Rudyard 


Kipling, then about 24 years old, who 
had just arrived from India, became 
{a member of the reportorial staff. 
Everything about him betrayed the 
man from the Orient, but what im- 
pressed me most were his pronounced 
laccent, his stocky frame, heavy 
|bulging eyebrows and great goggles 
He was in no sense a “mixer,” so 
that his comings and goings during 
jhis stay were scarcely observed by 
those with whom he came in casual 
contact, 

| Mr. Kipling’s connection with the 
|Chronicle was extremely brief—lers 
than a month. I then lived at No. 
608 Bush Street, in the house Robert 
Louis Stevenson occupied during his 
stay in San Francisco in the winter of 
1879-80. Mr. Kipling roomed some- 
where along that street and several 
times we walked home in company 
after our final copy had been turned 
in at night. On one of these occa- 
sions he asked if I knew where he 
might dispose of some stories he had 
written, 

At my request he gave me two or 
three manuscripts to read, among 
them being “The Light That Failed.” 
I do not know whether he wrote this 
story in San Francisco, as has been 
asserted, but I do know that I was 
perhaps the first man in this 
country to read it as he had penned 
it. I suggested after reading that he 
submit the stories to the Sunday 
editor of the San Francisco Examin- 
er, known as “Cosey” Noble. He did 
so and some days later told me that 
Noble, who he called a “bally ass,” 
had rejected the stories on the 
ground that they were not up to the 
high literary standard of the  Ex- 
aminer! 

Mr. Kipling was highly indignant 
and this and other disappointments 


at a time when he was in urgent need | 


of money, soured him against Ameri- 
cans and all things American, He 
hated San Francisco, ridiculed _ its 
society, derided its institutions and 
held the most famous lawyers and 
orators in the city in contempt. He 
could not accustom himself to even 
a study of that American political 
system of the brand then managed in 
San Francisco by Chris Buckley, a 
blind political democratic boss of 
great notoriety in California, All of 


this and more he later revealed in 
his “American Notes.” 

The future famous author was un- 
able to sell his stories in San Fran 
cisco, and one day he disappeared 
mysteriously without bidding any of 
us farewell. That he was a writer of 
signal merit whose forte was not 
newspaper work, he amply evidenced. 
His assignments were  uncongenial 
und he infinitely preferred to wander 
about Chinatown, to “doing” funerals 
and society functions. It was two or 
three years later after the name of 
Kipling had created a tremendous 
stir in the literary world by the 
publication of “The Light That Fail- 
ed” and others of his superb stories, 
that we who had known him casually 
in San Francisco recalled him to 
memory. He had left San Francisco 
presumably on a fishing trip, and as 
I am aware, he never visited that 
city again.
